York, New Engiand, and 
Quebec oppose the sixteen great states of the mid- 
dle west and Ontario, Manitofa, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta. It is the northeast seaboard against 
the upper Mississippi valley and the plains of 
Canada, And the west will get through to the sea. 
The sixteen states directly tributary to the St. 
Lawrence have a population of 36,000,000. Parts of 
other states in addition raise the total, according 
to MacElwee and Ritter, to 41,000,000 people. The 
production of this part of the country tributary to 
the seaway is about $26,000,000,000 every year. 
From this great producing region a volume of 
commerce, not less than 20,000,000 tons per annum, 
according to expert estimate, may be expected in 
the St. Lawrence seaway within five years after its 
opening. Rail and water traffic in and out of Chi 
cago alone, without duplication, is 251,600,000 tons 
every year. Through the seaway, the bottle neck 
for this west, the commerce will be heavy. 
Exported grain and flour alone from the United 
States amounts to some 400,000,000 b annu- 
ally, A saving of 4 to 10 cents a b by seaway 
transportation will affect the price of all the farm: 
ers’ grain. In the sixteen states tributary to the 
St. Lawrence seaway about 8,664,000,000 bushels of 
grain grow every year. The addition to the Ameri- 
can farmers’ income on this grain due to cheaper

and byways of off Engiand tell us 
that nowhete else in the world 


can be found such picturesque homes 
as are found there. On rolling mead- 
ows, nestling under trees almost as old 


as the hills themselves, and protected 
from prying eyes by rambling hedges 
and vine covered walis, these quaint 
old homes with their haif timbered 
walls and thatchec roofs seem & part 
of old Mother Nature herself, 

Architect J. W. Lindstrom of Minne 
apolis has taken the charm of these 
old homesteads, combined with it the 
practicability of American architecture, 
and created the home shown here to 
day. 

To be of pure English type ft is ren- 
dered in stucco, with half timbers ex: 
posed above the first floor. 

A method of applying this ‘stucco— 
which has become so popular with the 
better architects in the last decade— 
is known as back plastered stucco. 
Here expanded metal lath made of 
sheets of steel is used as a stucco re- 
inforcement over the studding in place 
of sheathing, and the stucco is put on 
both the outside and inside of the re 
inforcement at the same time. The 
result is a house with a stonelike cov- 
ering which is warm in winter, cool in 
summer, and is said to have superior 
fire resisting qualities. 

Any color combination for stucco 
and trim may be used and one that is 
pleasing to the eye is a warm cream 
colored stucco, timbers stained a rich 
brown, with the trim, window casings 
and other exposed woodwork white or 


bushes at the corners, and hollyhocks 
majestically swaying in the breeze 
complete an interesting picture. 

Ite beauty is shown to best advant- 
age on a slUburban site where large 
trees and a wide lawn express the 
sense of freedom so needed for the 
background. Ss 

A well kept hedge marks the boun- 
daries of the estate and lends aff air 
of privacy to the place. This same 


feeling is also expressed by the white | 


picket gate flanked on either side by 
red brig¢k posts, but when the gate is 
opened the fortunate guest, led along 
the brick walk to thé covered porch 
and open pergola, finds friendliness 
expressed in every line of the house.

We may have crowds and associations, however, with- 
out sociability; a community of separate individuals may 
exist without there being any corporate life or power of acting 
asa unity. Still, we do see many instances of a capacity for 
unified action and distinct features of a social life. “ There 
appears to be an intellectual advantage in sociability, if we 
may. argue from the_fact that many socia] animals show 
a high development of wits. The three cleverest kinds of 
birds are rooks, ‘een Sen eee ore a ae oe 
social. There is, of course, the danger of putting the cart 
before the horse, for it may be that the sociability is in part 
the expression of good brains. It may also be argued that 
the nongregdrious crow is just as clever as the social rook, 
and many analogous instances might be given.”* 

The rook is the best example of our gregarious birds. 
There is no doubt that the members of the crow family have 
fine ‘brains and great power of vocalization which may de 
velop to a remarkable extent. Experts tell us that the rook 
has command of between thirty and forty notes. To learn 
to what extent they. employ them one has only to listen to 
“the black republic in the elms” after the breeding season 
is over. 

Prof. J. Arthur Thomson in “Secrets of Animal Life” says: 
“Like many creatures well endowed with brains, rooks ex- 
There are gambols and 
sham fights, frolics and wild chases, in which, curiously 
enough, jackdaws and lapwings sometimes become keenly 
interested. But who knows the real truth about rooks posting 
sentinels, which is so often alleged? Who knows the sig- 
nificance of the vast congregations that are sometimes seen, 
and who can tell us if there is any truth at aléin the alleged 
“trials” of individuals who have defied the conventions of 
the community? . . . But the central interest is in the 
rooks reaching forward to a communal life with certain 
conventions, and to the crowded nest in which we see the 
beginning of a continuoug social heritage of objectively en- 
registered traditions.” There may be far over a thousand 
nests in a rookery, and the same site may be used,for more 
than a century. 

Rooks certainly have a considerable vocabulary. There 
is not, indeed, any language in the strict sense—man has a 
monopoly of that—but the rooks have words just as dogs 
have, definite uttered sounds which have definite meanings. 
We hear the rooks use certain words when we move sud- 
denly beneath the trees, and other words are uttered when 
a bird intrudes on its neighbor; there is a word when the 
rook sinks down upon the nest, and another word when it

THE REV. PERRY &. RICE. 


The Rev. Perry J. Rice is the execu- 
tive secretary of the Chicago Christian 
Missionary society located in the Chi- 
cago temple, Clark and Washington 
streets. He is in charge of the pro 
gram of the diamond jubilee of the 
organization of the first Christian or 
Disciples 6f Christ church in Chicago. 
In the Chicago Metropolitan area, 
which includes the nearby suburbs, 
there are now thirty churches, and in 
each of them today a sermon will be 
preached regarding the doctrines and 
ideals for which the Disciples of Christ 
church stands.
